SHORTAGE FORECAST 

“The present is a period of over- 
production of oll, but an approach- 
ing shortage of American oi) can 
surely be forecast. for consump- 
tion is rapidly increasing and al- 
ready production has begun to 
drop from the high figures of last 
year. American wells cannot long 
continue to supply the bulk of the 
world's needs. Conservation meas- 
ures are the part of wisdom: prac- 
tices that will make for thrift in 
| the use of of! may well be adopted 
by many industries and the gen- 
eral public, but the plan of re- 
serving of] for use in national 
defense even miore insistently de- 
mands public approval. 

“The President's commission re- 
gards the needs of the Navy as 
fundamental! to its study of the 
situation but, at the same time, 
fully appreciates the broader as- 
pect as t» the whole question of 
national security andéd- prosperity. 
The Navy itself is a national! in- 
surance policy and adequate re- 
serves of the best fuel for the 
Navy form an indispensable -part 
of this provision for the nationa 
security. 


EMERGENCY VALUE 
“The oil that now remains un- 
der government control, or that 
can be brought under such con- 
trol, must be treasured not for its 
market value, especially in those 
days of low prices, but for its 
emergency value at some future 
date. The oll in the naval re- 
serves ir not to be used to sup- 
plement inadequate appropriations 
for current needs, but to be held 
for future needs. Obviously this 
policy cannot be carried into full | 
execution except with the ap-!| 
proval of Congress and by the ap- 
propriation of needed funds. Con- 
siderable funds will be needed to 
provide adequate tankage for! 
emergency needs, considerably | 
more funds to purchase of] to fill 
those tanks, and still more funds 
to test and develop possible. addi- 
tional reserves. Without money 
the existing reserves can neither 
be adequately protected nor fully 
utilized in fulfillment of their true 
purpose. 

“Whatever may be the outcome 
of litigation now pending. the 
President's commission intends to 
base its immediate recommenda- 
tions for administrative action up- 
on the broad principle of preserv- 
ing for the Navy as much as pos- 
sible of the Navy's oil reserve un- 
til the Navy’s need is most urgent.

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NEW BANK ACT 
IS UNDER FIRE 


California Financiers Oppose. 


McFadden Bill 


Sartori Tells Why Proposed 
Law is Unjust 


Urges Equality for National 
and State Banks 


Liberalization of the eixty-year 
old National Bank Act is the mo- 
tivating principle tn the McFadden 
bill now before the House RBRank- 
ing and Currency Committee. 
which carries proposals for six- 
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tions. The McFadden measure has 
the indorsement of the Comptrol- 
ler of Currency, but some of its 
features are strongly opposed by 
leading branch banks in Califor- 


nia. 

Branch bankers in this State 
agree that the National Rank Act’ 
is in need of modernizing if the | 
national institutions are to pro-| 
eure their share of the business, | 
although J. F. Sartori, pregident | 
of the Security Trust and Savings) 
Bank, speaking on the side of the) 
branch bank party, takes excep- 
tion to the McFadden proposals. | 
His views were presented to the 
House committee Tuesday by Fd- 
ward Elliott, vice-president of the 
Security, who is in Washington 
working in conjunction with John 
Ss. Deum, president of the Mercan- 
tile Trust Company of California 
and other bankers. 

Mr. Sartori takes exception to 
Sections 3, 4 and 7, which he be- 
lieves would prove detrimental to 
the progress of the branch banks 
if enacted into law. Aside from 
these weaknesses, he ie of the 
opinion that the propositions to 
allow national banks to do city- 
wide branch banking where this is 
permitted to State banks are wise 
proposals, if the national banks 
are required to operate under 
similar lithitations and restrictions 
imposed on State banks. 


WORKS 
With respect to Section 3 of the 
bill. Mr. Sartori save: “Under the 
terms of this section, a national 
bank may consolidate with it a 
State bank not a member of the 


Federal reserve system having 
branches anywhere within the 
game county. Such provision 


would enable a national bank, by 
such consolidation, to acquire 
county-wide branches, while a 
State member bank would be lim- 
ited, under Section 7 of this bill 
after its passage, establishing new 
branches within the city In which 
the head office is located. 

“For purposes of illustration we 
may assume the case of a national 
bank in Los Angeles county which 
has affiliated with it a State bank 
not a member of the Federal re- 
serve system. Under the State 
law the State bank could acquire 
branches m the city of Los An- 
geles and throughout the county 
of Los Angeles, and after acquir- 
ing there branches could he con- 
solidated with the national bank 
under the provisions of Section 3, 
while a State bank member. if it 
should desire to remain a member 
of the Federal reserve s«ystem., 
would be entirely prohibited from 
securing any additional branches 
outeide of the city of Los Angeles. 

“The importance of this situa- 
tion becomes apparent when it te 
realized that there are at least 
forty cities and towns in the coun- 
ty of Los Angeles in which there 
are at present independent banks 
and in most of which it is to be 
assumed that a branch bank 
might operate successfully. The 
injustice thus made possible by 
Section 3 is so apparent that it hard- 
ly seems necessary to do more 
than call it to the attention of the 
committee.” 

Sections 6 and 7 of the McFad- 
den measure, according to Mr. 
Sartori,. seek to place the 
tiona' banks more nearly on an 
equality with the State banks in 
those States which permit branch 
banking... Thies object. he says, is 
to arwcomplish in two ways: 

“First, by anthorizing national 
banke with the coneent of the 
Comptroller to establish branches 
within the corporate limits of the 
municipality within which such 
association Ilocated in those 
States In which State banks may 
establish branches, and, second, by 
forbidding State banks to become 
members of the Federal reserve 
system, except upon condition that 
they relinquish any Dranches be- 
yond the corporate limits of the 
municipality in which the bank is 
lecated, and by prohibiting any 
member bank, after the approval 
of thie.act. from establishing any 
new branch beyond the corporate 
limite of the municipality in which 
the bank is located. 


FPQUAD PRIVILEGES . 


“Objection ia made to Section 
& on the ground that it will not be 
adequate to accomplish the pur- 
pose desired to give national banks 
an equality of opportunity in this 
State as compared with State 
banks. Objection is made to Sec- 
tion T on the ground that it ie un- 
just and unfair to State member 
banks engaged in branch banking 
on a scale wider than that of the 
city, in that it does not prevent 
nonmember State banks from con- 
tinuing to expand their branch 
banking system beyond city limits. 
Tt is therefore against Section 7 
that the opposition of the State 
member banke California en- 
gaged in branch banking is partic- 
ularlv directed. 

“National banke are. by thie bill, 
given the privileges of State banks 
in California without being re- 
quired to assume the obligations 
imposed by our State law upon 
State banks exercising these privi- 
leges. The minimum capital neces- 
sary for the organization of any 
national bank t« $275.900 In towns 
of less than 50900. This amount is 
increased a® the population of the 
city in which the hank ts to be lo- 
erated increases unti! a maximum 
of $200,000 te reached in cities of 
more than 204,000. 

“Reyond this amount the nation-

Continued quarantine precau- |

I assume the only explana- 
tion is that up to this time the 
people have been content to ob- 
tain all their clothing from the 
Bast, and that eastern manufac- 
turers, assured of the western 
trade, have never taken the trouble 
to investigate conditions here.” 

He suggested further thet 
though the factory of his company 
whi have a large output, it will 
only supply a small percentage of 
the demand for clothing in this 
territory, and that he would be 
giad to see other concerns enter 
the field. “We won't mind compe- 
tition.” he added, “in fact, it is 
mecessary to proper activity in in- 
@ustry. And in any event. the field 
for the manufacture of ciothing in 
this section is so good that there 
is room for a number of factories.”

Washington, who spoke briefly 
of the efforts made in that State 
to cut down governmental! expense. 

“At the time we adopted our re- 
trenchment program, some four 
years ago. our State treasury had 
am overdraft of more than $2,000,- 
000,” he said.

Collector of Revenue Acts 


Law in District 


Field deputies from the office of | 
the Collector of Internal Revenue | 
have begun an investigation of re- 
ported violations of that section 


of the revenue law which requires 
the affixing of documentary stamps 


they are issued or transferred. It | 
has been reported that'in one in- 
stance a corporation recently made 
transfers of more than $1,000,000 
worth of stock without the use 
of any documentary stamps. 

The revenue law provides heavy 
penalties for failure to affix the 
proper stamps to transfer deeds 
and other conveyances. Failure to 
comply with the law in this re- 
epect, the collector said, generally 
arises from misunderstanding of 
the law. 

Instructions from Washington 
advise the Collector that Southern 
California manufacturers who se!l 
only at retail must compute their 
taxes on the retail prices at which 
the sales are made. The Treasury 
Department's ruling holds that al. 
though the Revenue Act of 1921 
provides that manufacturers who 
sell both at retall and wholesale 
shall pay tax at the wholesale | 
price, this provision of the law does | 
not authorize manufacturers to.

Commerce attache, was found early 
today tying in a pool of biood be- 
hind the counter of his store at 
267 Belmont avenue. 


While the evidence, in the opin- 
jon of police and deputy sheriffs, 
points te suicide, an element of 
mystery was injected into the case 
when it wasdearned that the pisto! 
with which the shooting had been 
done was lying in an open drawer 
of the counter above the body. 


MURDER THEORY 

VanMeter had been il) for some 
time, relatives say. However, they 
disclaim the theory of suicide and 
Geciare that he was not the type 
of man to kill himself. They be- 
lieve he was murdered. 

VanMeter had opened his store 
shortiy after 6 o'clock this morn- 
ing and a few moments afterward 
neighbors heard a single pistol shot 
and immediately notified the police 
and Sheriff's office, who responded 
and discovered the body. It lay di- 
rectly under the open drawer in 
which the weapon was lying, a bul- 
let hole in the neck and another 
the head. The bullet entered the 
neck and ranged upward into the 
brain, coming out at the top of the 
head. The shot was fired at close 
range as the neck was badly 
burned by powder. 

The finding of the weapon in the 
Grawer and the opinion of rela- 
tives strengthen the murder theory, 
officers said. However, it was 
thought possible that VanMeter 
may have fred the weapon and in 
falling dropped it into the open 
drawer
